‘Bhoota Kola’ or spirit worship is the speciality of 
this place. Kambala or buffalo race which is conducted in water- 
filled paddy fields is one of the main attractions of Dakshina 
Kannada. Moodubidire is also known for its educational 
institutions.

Weather Conditions. It seems obvious, warm during the month 
of December 2022 at MOODBIDRI, Karnataka. 


The temperature is around 332 centigrade during the daytime 
and it goes as low as 222 centigrade during night. we will also 
have cloud cover of 19 to 42 % during the daytime.

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How to reach the International Cultural ~¢ 
Jamboree Site? 


The International Cultural Jamboree will be held at Vidyagiri. 
Moodubidire, which is 35 kilometers from Mangalore City 
Railway station and 26 kilometers from Mulki Railway Station. 
It is on NH 169 between Mangalore and Karkala. 


The Jamboree venue, Moodubidire is close to Mangalore 
Railway station and the Mangalore Airport.

2) The place is about 35 kilometers away from the city 

3) It is well connected to state roads and is at a distance of 
23 kilometers to the Airport at Bajpe.

Three in 
front column, the one to the left carrying the Association flag 
of the Bharat Scouts & Guides and to the right carrying the 
National Flag. 


Flag will be on flag staff of each 7 feet long. Flag top 10 cm. 
Width be used. Flag staff be held by the right hand at the mouth 
level with palm inwards and forearm at right angles to flag staff. 
Points which will be observed for judgement of standard of the 
color party are marching, carrying position, position at the time 
of flying the flag by the leader of the colour party, marching 
when entering to the saluting base, opening flag and gathering 
flag while passing saluting base, correct uniform, leadership 
and smartness.

The house is 
constructed at a vantage location giving a commanding view of 
the lush green paddy fields. The entire complex comprises of 
separate wings for household, bath, cattle shed, store house 
and servant quarters. The Spacious house too has clearly 
demarcated areas for various functions and rituals. Due to the 
high costs involved, only the rich landlords could afford to build 
and maintain this type of dwelling.

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Dharmastala 


Dharmasthala is a town in the southwest Indian state of 
Karnataka. The centuries-old Sri Manjunatha Temple, 
dedicated to Lord Shiva, is a place of Hindu pilgrimage known 
for its large statue of the revered figure Bahubali. The 
Manjusha Museum's eclectic collection includes manuscripts 
and early wooden chariots. Nearby, the Car Museum features 
vintage automobiles, including a 1920s Studebaker used by 
Mahatma Gandhi.
